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PRE FACE. 


H ING made it my Buſineſs, ſo. far to en- 


quire into the real Value of the pooreſt Paro- 
chial Cures of this Kingdom, as to make 4 
probable Gueſs, that. there are at leaſt 500 
Pariſhes, beſides Chapelries, not exceeding Ten, or 
Fifteen Pounds per Annum Maintenance for the 
Incumbent, and upward of 2000 not exceeding 
Twenty , I became extremely affected thereupon ; but 
cannot ſay whether moſt, withthe VUnhappineſs of the 
| Miniſters, or of the People in ſuch Places. It 3s 
crtain, the former for want of neceſſary Books, muſs 
be utterly uncapable to make wiſe unto Salvation, 
uch as are committed to their Charge; a very uncom- 
fortable Conſideration to them: And ſurely it is much 
to be feared it may be of fatal Conſequence to the Latter, 
that the Shepherds of their Souls ſhould be ſo miſerably. 
provided wherewithal to feed their Flock. 
And this 3s the Occaſion of the following Addreſs 
to ſuch as. are piouſſy diſpoſed, eſpecialy if they be 
ſuch whom God: has bleſt with pentiful fortunes. It 
3s to ſolicite them in the behalf of both Paſtors - 
, and People, that they would - contribute to- 
N A A 2 wards 
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wards the providing both one and the other with the 
| Means of ſaving Knowledge. — — 
Now the whole Complex of Saving Truths is eon- 
tained within the Doctrine of the Covenant of Grace; 
And all that pertains to the Nature, Terms, and Con- 
ditions of the ſaid Covenant , and alſo to the means 
of performing the ſame, is Compris'd in the Catechiſm 
of the Church of England. It is therefore univerſally 
acknowledged, that the Teaching of that Catechiſm 
is a Fundamental Article of the Paſtoral Care, in 
our Church ; And this it muſt be Confeſſed, has been 
of late much inculcated in many Viſitation Charges 
upon the Inferior Clergy, 8: 
But this is not enough to get the Work forwarded, 
by a very great part of our Parochial Miniſters; who, 
as all other Inferior Agents, muſt work by Means, and to 
whom therefore it 3s neceſſary to have proper Books 
in their Cuſtody, to enable them to Compoſe Catechetical 
Diſcourſes, and to explain and prove the Principles 
of Religion plainly, and practically to the People. And 
therefore 4s well to enable them for this Work, as 
to put them beyond all poſſibility of Excuſing them- 
ſelves from it, I humbly propoſe that the Materia 
Catechetica may be Collected together into certain 


Volumes, in ſuch manner as is become of late years 


. uſual in moſt other Parts of uſeful Learning. 


Every Age bas its particular Humour; «nd 


that which the preſent ſeems moſt to run upon, 1 


the Collecting into large Volumes, the ſcattered Writ- 


ing |

ings of Learned Men upon the ſame Subject. Mit 
neſs what is lately done in the vaſt Collection of 
Greek and Roman Antiquities; in the printing 
of Voſtius's Works, which are moſtly Philological ; 
and (what is neareſt to our purpoſe ) in reprinting 
the Critici Sacri, with ſome Additions. And indeed, 
as this is nobly enterprixed by Learned Men, ſo it is a 
Work, moſt properly reſers'd for the preſent Age. All. 
the Parts of Learning ſeem now to have arriv d to 
the higheſt pitch; And when therefore can the Stan- 
dard be better fix d, and Univerſal Bibliotheques erc&- 
ed more advantageouſly than now, when the utmoſt that 
we can expect is to keep it up io what it is ? which can- 
not be more eſfectually done, than by Collecting the moſt 
daluable Peizes of our moſt vl eful Authors; and priut- 
ing them in ſuch Volumes, as will not eaſily be loſt, 
and placing them in Libraries, where they may efily 
be come at. | 
But, tho all this Care is taken Io keep up 
Learning in the World, to gratifie the Curioſity of 
Learned and Inquiſitive Men; yet there is ſtill cauſe to 
Lament the too much Unconcernedne(s for the Con- 
aition of the poor Parochial Clergy, with reſpect to that 
ſhare of Chriſtian Knowledge, which they are to impart 
to others, and which therefore they muſt firſt neceſſarily 
be Maſters of themſelves ; and upon the Knowledge and 
Inſtruction in which depends the eternal Intereſt of 
| Mankind. Tt is a State deplorable enough to thoſe 
good Men, which they are in, with reſpect to this 
% Life,

Life, that there ſhould be no leſs than 500 Parochial 
Cres in England, with all Parochial Duties incumbent 
upon the Miniſter, which have not above, 10 or 15 l. per 
Annum Maintenance, and at leaſt 2000 having not above 
20 |. But it is yet of a mare ſorrowful Conſideration to the 
poor People committed to their Charge, that their Lot 
ſhould fall into ſuch Pariſhes, where a due Inſtruction in 
Chriſtianity is not to be expected. It is to be boped that 
God,, in his due time will influence the Minds of the Pub- 
ich,to make ſome more ſuitable Proviſion for their outward 
State (for the Publick only is ſufficient for ſuch a Work) 
In the mean time, (which falls more within the compaſs 
of a private Charity) it is hereby endeavoured to make 
a ſmall Proviſion of the moſt neceſſary and uſeful 
. Books, to enable the Poor Parochial Clergy the better 
to inſtruci their people, to their own Comfort, and the 
ethers Edification, by printing the following Setts upon 
the ſeveral Parts of the Church-Catechiſm, and on 
the Miniſterial Duties and Function, in Ten Volumes, 
Folio, in order 10 raiſe a Catechetical Parochial 
Library, for the Uſe of the Miniſter and his 
Succeſſors for ever. | 
And amongſt many Reaſons which make this Pro- 
viſion more neceſſary now than heretofore, this de- 
ſerves our ſerious Conſideration, that ſince the pro- 
digious Growth of Atheiſm, Deiſm, Socinianilm, and 
Quakeriſin, all Veneration to the Prieſtly Character is 
wore off , few conſidering us as Authorized by 
God, to tranſact Matters of the greateſt moment be- 
Tween 
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tween God and Man; namely, to ratifie by Sacraments 
the Covenant of Grace in his behalf, to proclaim his 
Eaws, and to bleſs the People in bis Name: Th: 
Notions, I ſay, of theſe diſtinguiſbing Characters 

have now but a ſmall Impreſſion in moſt Mens. 
Minds ; and generally a Perſon in Holy Orders is now 
no otherwiſe valued beyond a meer Layman, than as. 
be appears better fraught with Divine Knowledgs 
himſelf, and better skill'd to communicate it to others. 
And if ſo, the poorer Clergy, without ſuch Proviſion 

as I am ſoliciting for them, muſt needs full into the- 
loweſt Contempt; And the whole Body too on their 
account, now that all Ranks of Men pretend to Let- 

fers: And what is worſe, ſince the Libert 'Y of 7 He Preſe, 
now that all degrees of perſons do freely Read the 
moſt poiſonous Authors. So that I Hope, it does ſuffici. 
ently appear, that it is an End worthy ſome Thought, 

Pains and Charges, to provide all the Parochial Cures: 
of Ten, or Twenty Pound 4 Tear with 2 Catechetical 

Library, conſiſting of ſome of the yy e e 

uſeful Books, bath upon the General Doctrine of our 

Baptiſmal Covenant, and upon all the Articles, Terme, 
and Conditions of it, as they are taught in our Church 

Catechiſm. And as Perſons only of very great 

Candour and Pieiy will reliſh ſuch Propoſals; ſo to- 
ſuch only it is, that I do addreſs, as follows,

The providing Catechetical Libraries in 
all ſuch Parochial Cures of this Kingdom, 
as are not Endomd with above Ten or 
Twenty Pounds per Annum, for the Uſe

1 AT there are thoſe who are truly ſuch; and 


indeed many Perſons in this Nation of a Pub- 

lick Spirit, who are Willing to do any thing 

they can be made ſenſible will be for a Common Good, 
Sufficiently Appears by many Late Inſtances of Charity. 
But that which is the chiefeſt of all Goods, the Culti- 
vating the Minds and Manners of Men with Divine 
Knowledge, and Chriſtian Vertues, ſeems not to be 
yet throughly thought of, however not to be pro- 
moted by ſuch proper and immediate Methods 
as it eaſily might. Schools and Colleges (God

Labourers 1nto the Vineyard; and from thence there 
come more than enough to {ſupply all the Cures 
of rhe Kingdom. But alas, when they are come 
Abroad, there are ſcarce one Third of our Parochiat 

Preferments which can enable our Clergy to furniſh 
themſelves with thoſe neceſſary helps, whereby they 
may be ſerviceable in any tolerable meaſure! to the 
good of Souls: And yer I find, few do caſt their 


Eyes upon this fort of Ch rity, the raiſing of 
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Libraries for this End and Purpoſe. 10 
But whatever others may think of it, to me this 
ſeems to be a prime part of Chriſtian Charity; and 
the moſt wanted too in this Kingdom; And 1 
doubt not, but it will in like manner appear to all 
others, who will but conſider theſe following Parti- 
culars, namely, 


I. That as the Soul oſ Man is Infinitely more va- 
luable than the Body, ſo That Charity which goes 
towards the Cultivating the Minds and Manners of 
Men with Divine Knowledge, and Chriſtian Gra- 
ces, whereby they may be made meet to be Partakers 
of the Inheritance of. the Saints in Light, muſt needs 
de of a far more exalted Nature, than that which 
Terminates only upon the welfare of this Mortal

II. That by an exact Scrutiny into the Value of 
our Livings, it will be found, that there are 400 
Pariſhes, and upwards, in England, Wales, , and the 
Ille of Man, Endow'd with not above Ten Pounds 
ber Annum for the maintenance of a Miniſter ; with 
which Proviſion it is utterly Impoſſible he ſhould * 
furniſh himſelf with Books, whereby he might be 
able to give thoſe Souls, committed to his Charge, 
a due Inſituction in all the meer Neteſſaries co

III. It will therefore follow, that thoſe Perſons 
who aBound in this World's Goods, and eſpecially. 
whom Providence ſeems in a more peculiar manner 
to have deſign d to be publick Benefactors to Man- 
kind, by giving them good Eſtates, without Heirs | 
to enjoy their Riches ; it will therefore follow, I ſay, 
that ſuch will approve themſelves both to God and 
Man, moſt Divinely Charitable, who ſhall beſtow. 
ſome of the forementioned Libraries for the per- 
petual Uſe of the Miniſters, of ſuch Places, in order 
to Capacitate them to ſave the Souls of Men.) 
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IV. As by this means ſuch Charitable Perſons 
will become at a ſecond hand, and in an Inferior de- 
gree, as it were Apoſtles to the World, by Preach- 
ing through the Mouths of theſe Miniſters to the 
People; and will have a ſhare in all the Converſions 
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N ſhall be made in ſuch places to all ſucceeding 
Generations; ſo to induce them thereunto, they need 
no more than to meditate upon thoſe words ef the 
Prophet, Dan. 12. 3. They that are wiſe, or Teach: 
ers, as it is in the Original, fall ſhine as the Brigbi- 
neſs of the Firmament; and they that turn many tc 
Righteouſneſs, as the Kors for ever and ever, 

I ſhall not enlarge on theſe Particulars; I think 
they carry their own Evidence along with them ; all 
of them except the ſecond, and a little Inſight into 
the preſent State of the Clergy, will make That, ap- 


pear to be matter of Fact. And the reſt need no 
Illuſtration. And now if the Caſe of. the Church 


in this Nation be really ſo, I conjure all thoſe who 
love to ſee the Image of God Imprinted upon the 
Souls of Men, to Furoiſh ſuch our poor Cures at 
home, with what may enable us to crace that Igno- 
rance and Barbariry, thoſe Brutiſh Manners, and 
paganiſh Vices and Cuſtoms, which do to this day 
ſo. hideouſly deform the greateſt part of Mankind 

We cannot now, work: Miracles, nor is Inſpiration 
any part of our Talent; but we are left to the or- 
dinary Means to fit ourſelves for this great Work of 
Converting the World; namely, the common mea- 
ſures of God's Holy Spirit, accompanying our hard 
Study. But how can They Study, who have not 
Books to read? Thoſe who were never pinch'd with 


narrow Preferments, may not be ſenſible of this 
: | want, 


, . | 
want, becauſe they have been able to furniſh them- 
ſelves ſufficiently with Books. But thoſe whoſe In- 
coms from the Church never enabl'd them to pur- 
chaſc the fourth part of the Writings they have occa- 
ſion to peruſe, in order to diſcharge the ordinary 
Duties of their Miniſtry, can ſpeak feelingly in this 


matter. | | 
I know there is nothing a more common Jeſt, 


than the Poverty, and Ignorance of the Poor Clergy, 
in ſome parts of this Kingdom; but this Jeſt in my 
Opinion is the Nations ſhame, who provide no 
better for them. And provide them but with 
Books, and they would be neither Ignorant,Poor, nor 
Scandalous; not Ignorant, for Books do by an im- 


mediate Cauſality remove that Imputation; not ſo 
very Poor as now, for J have known Good Men, ard 


Lovers of Learning, kept under hatches all their life 
time, chiefly by their being Bookithly given, and in- 
debted to Bookſellers; nor Scandalous, for I know 
that many whoſe Immoralicies are ſaid to be a Re- 
proach to their Function, who yet in all probability 
had never become ſuch Men, if they had been poſ- 


ſeſs d of Good Books, wherewith they might have 


employ'd their time in reading; for want of which 

it ie, that ſome perhaps may have fought their

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Ner, to what it is, as it affects the People. If it 
could only be conſider' d as affecting the former, it 
would be bur a Private, and Single Mzsfortune ; but 
ſince it cannot but extreamly much affect the latter, 
it is a Publick Calamity. For why? Where the 
Prieſts Lips cannot preſerve, cannot procure Know- 
ledge, how ſhould the People ſeek the Law at his 
Month? And alas, where Ignorance and Darkneſs 
Univerſally Reign in any part of the World, and the 
People are deſtitute of Divine Knowledge, innumer- 
able are the Miſcries,and dreadful are the Sins, which 
reign in ſuch places; Between Superſtition and 
Atheiſm, ſuch People are equally divided; Fornica- 
tions, and Adulteries are ſcarcely accounted In- 
firmities by their great Ones, and. Perjuries in the 
Courts of Judicature are part of the Services they 
exact of their Inferiors ; And to be Sons of Violence, 
is common to all. For as was ſeen in our former 
Ages of Ignorance in this Nation, and is ſtill the 
_ Conſtitution of Barbarous Countries elſewhere, the 
Great Ones with their Followers, are no better than 

Publick Robbers, ever and anon making Ravages 
upon ſome Neighbouring Petty Lord, and his 
' Vaſfals, and all of them a fort of tollerated Banditty, 
continually Preying, and being Prey'd upon by each 
other. Such, and many others are the Violations of 
Juſt and Right, of God's Laws, yea and of the 
very Laws of Nature, which ariſe from this bitter 
Fountain of Ignorance of the true Nature of God,

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and of Religion; whereas on the other ſide, ug." 
ſpeakable are the Benefits conſiſting in Juſtice; , 
Mercy, and Peace; in Piety towards God, and well- 
ordered Affections as to our ſelves, where, by means 


of an Intelligent, Pious, and Induſtrious Clergy, 


( thoſe great Benef aFors to Mankind) the People 


are throughly enlightned with the Knowledge of 
God, and the true Nature of Pure and Undefiled Re- 
ligion, as it is in James 1. 27. wn. 


I ſay of Pure and Undefiled Religion; a Religion 
that is unmixt with the Alloys of meer Syſtematical 
and Precarious Tenets on the one hand, or Superſti- 
tious and, Idolatrous Uſages on the other. And 
ſuch is the Conſtitution, as near as can be, of this 
little Catalogue, which follows. It is Compos d of 
ſuch Pious Mens Works, who have Imbib'd their 


Principles from our Church-Catechiſm, and in wri- 


ting conſonantly to that, I am ſure they cannot Err, 

either to the Right hand, or to the Lett, in Religion. 
And ſince I have afſum'd to my ſelf to be an 
Advecate in the behalf of my poor Brethren, and 
their reſpective Flocks; let me intreat ſuch h 
are Rich in this World ; and thoſe more ſpeci- 
ally, who by many and repeated providential Hitts, 
have been advanced to great Fortunes, and do 
therefore peculiarly owe grateful Returns to God); 
Let me intreat ſuch to think upon This, of beſtow- 
ing 
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ing Little Libraries, Inſtructive in the Eſſentials of 
Chiſbanity as the moſt Natural and Adapted way 
whereby they can teſtihe ſuch their Gratitude. 
But above all, I muſt deſire thoſe, © Whom: Pro- 
« yidence, as I ſaid before, ſeems in a more pe- 
« culiar manner to have deſignd to be 
« publick Benefactors to Mankind, by giving them 
good Eſtates, without Heirs to enjoy their Riches; 
particularly, I deſire them to confider this Matter; 
and that by this means they would make to them- 
ſelves Friend in Heaven of the Mammon of Un- 
righteouſne/s, rather than like David's Fool, heap 
to themſelves Ric hes, not knowing who ſhall gather them. 
And that inſtead of being fooliſhly Solicitous to 
find out ſome one, from whom they might call 
their Lands after their own Name, ( fondly think- 
ing that by this means their Houſes ſhall continue 
for ever, and their Dwelling-places to all Generati- 
ons) that they would rather by ſuch Charity to 
the Souls of Men, as is here propos'd, provide 
that their Names may be written in the Book of Life, 
thence never to. be obliterated. And indeed, I muſt 
not pals by any of thoſe,whoſe ample Fortunes ſhall 
enable them, or pious Souls ſhall encline them to 
imitate their Great Maſter in doing good, with- 
out minding them of the Excellency and Uſefulneſs 
of this fort of Charity. n 
| . Now 
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Now our Ancient Founders of 'College®, | thoſe 
Brave, Large, and Elevated Souls! Generally ex- 
preſs d their peculiar Tenderneſs to their Native 
Country, or to thoſe places of Abode, to which 
they owed moſt, by qualifying Perſons of ſuch Dio- 
ceſſes; or Counties, reſpectively, for the benctir of 
their Foundations. And the {fame Method of Cha- 
rity. J ſhall here adventure to recommend to thoſe 
I do now Addreſs. Let ſuch; whoſe Condition 
ſhall enable them to beſtow one, two, or more ot. 
theſe Diminutive Libraries, caſt their Pitying Eyes 
upon thoſe mean Cures which are near them, and 
extend their Benefactions in this way, to as many of 
them, as their Cireumſtances ſha!l enable them. 66 
for thoſe whoſe Hereditary Incomes, or Perional 
Acquiſitions are very great, ſo that they can renders 
themſelves aBlefling to whole Provinces; let them lo: k 
cowards Wales, the Te of Man, and ocher parrs of this 
Kingdom;where the pariſhes are moſt meanly endowed. 
And indeed, it is matter of ſad Conſideration, to lee 
how Barbarous and Tenorant ſome places do ſtill re- 
main, notwithſtanding that the Goſpel ſhines in other 
parts of the Nation with a Meridian Brightnels ;' 
the reaſon is the {inall Proviſion made for” its Encou- 
ragement in thoſe Parts; whereas in all reaſon the 
greateſt Encouragment onght to be given there, where | 
Nature is moſt unłind, and uninviting, to Ballance the 
Inconveniences thereof. And I am verily perſuaded, 
that if Books were fixt in thoſe parts, as ungreateful

as is the Climate, Men of Worth would ſollow them; 
it being natural for Perſons who are Lovers of 
Knowledge and Religion, to value all places alike 
where Religion and Learning do flouriſh. 

The truth of it is, PAROCHIAL LIBRARIES 
would be of that Extraordinary Service to the 
promoting of Religion, rhat there is nothing I could 
more deſire to ſee, than ſuch provided in All the 
Livings of the Kingdom, as well Great, as Small; 
and therefore could wiſh. 

I. That a vigorons and importunate Application 
were made to all Patrons; more eſpecially to all Im- 
pro priators, to beſtow one of thoſe Libraries upon 
the Pariſhes to which they are lo related; eſpecially 
it of Smaller value. 

i. That the like e might be made to 
all Colleges and Coltegiate Churches, to make the 
ſame proviſi on ſor the Benefit of the Miniſters 
and Pariſhes depending upon them. e e 
III. That the like might be made to all e 
ſidents, for the Aſſiſtance of their Curates. And if 
Dotarions of this ſort could be attained for the 
Livings of greater value, thereby, not only Parochial 
Libraries would be a great way Advanc'd in Eng- 
land, to the Ineſtimable good of the Church; But 
by the help of ſuch * of theſe BIBLIOTHEC A. 
CATECHETICZA,:(in which the Foundation of all 
Parochial Libraries. ought to be laid) the Book- 
tellers might be enabled to afford at a much cheaper 

rate, 
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rate, thoſe intended to the ſmaller Cures; wich 
refpect to which, in a more peculiar manner, it is, 
that this is humbly propoled. | 

Nor let any be dsa gg from beſtowing theſe 
Books, out of fear they ſhould be Imbezel d. Lolt, 
or Converted to a Private Uſe; for there may bi ; 
ſufficient Care taken to ſecure them through all the 
Succeſſion of Miniſters in ſuch Places; iſt. By Let- 
tering them on the Covers to what Pariſhes they 
belong. 2dly, By making Regiſters of them to be 
leſt with the Bithop, and his Arch-Deatops - 
whole Jorifdictions ſuch Places ſhall happen to be. 
And 2dly, By the * Yearly Viſitation of the 
Arch-Deacon, or of ſuch of the Clergy whom he 
ſhall Depute to ſee that they be not Imbezel d, Loſt, 
or Spoil'd. After all theſe Precautions, there ms 

o place for the ſeaſt fear they ſhould ever be Loft. 
Bur if they ſhould be any-wite Alienated, by the 
meer Lettering of them, they may as caſily be diſ- 
covered, and own'd, as any Living Creature by 
its Ear-mark.
